63 renegades executed 


RIYADH, Jan. 9 (SPA) — The govern- 
ment Wednesday executed 63 members of 
the misled band of anued ren^ades who 
assaulted the Holy Haram in Mecca Nov. 20. 

The executions were carried out in several 
cities and towns of the Kingdom. 

In a statement, the Miaistty of the Interior 
explained Ki^ Khaletfs order to Prince 
N^, the interior minister. It said: “ We have 
acquainted ourselves with your report on the 
confessions of the criminals who attacked the 
Holy Haram on Muharram 1, 1400 H (Nov. 
20, 1979) with arms and ammunition, dosed 
its doors upon the Musliois who came for the 
dawn prayer, subjected them to terror, killed 
innocentpeople and compelled those present 
inside the Haram te declare their allegiance 
to one of their group dalmiag he was the 
Mehdi. Those who did not do so were 
tiireatened with weapons, as is recorded in 
one of the speeches delivered by one of the 
leaders of the sedition on the morning of their 
assault of the Haram. 

“The ulema issued a religious ruling 
(tetwa) to right against them, with an infer- 
ence to God's command, which says, ‘ Do not 
right them near the Holy Mosque until they 
fight you in there, and if they fi^t you, you 
must loll them.' They also quo^ the Holy 
Prophet (peace be upon him) as saying, ' He 
who comes to you to disunite you and to sow 
dissension amongst you, you must behead 

him * 

“Further, the Board of Senior Religious 
Scholars, in their ISih session, issued a 
statement denoundng this grave crime and 
sinfoJ and treacherous aggression. They held 
the opinion that, by theii sinful actions inside 
the Holy Haram, teis straying band had sub- 
jected themselves to Gcxf s saying that * He 
tries to ^read atheism in it (the Holy 
Mosque) by force. We shall give him painful 
punishment, and further ihat ' They will 
commit an outrage Mio stop God's name 
bring remembered in His mosques and try to 
destroy them. They shall only leave them out 
of feu. They shall be disgraced in the world 
and ^all be awarded severe punishment 
hereinafter.’ 

“The Board had described the leaflets of 
this diqiie as ‘the seeds oi dissension, error, 
diaos, disturbances and of staging games 
against the interests of the people the 
country. They bad warned the Muslims 
against the false and dubious nature of ±ose 
l^ets. 

‘’The Board's statement necessitates upon 
us to punish them to ward off the evil and to 
please our Creator. Furthermore, we have 
received fatwas (verbal as well as written) 
from a number ^ senior religious scholars 
(ulema), quoting God’s commands that 
‘Those who fight God and His Messenger and 
atteuqit to spread corruption on earth must 
be eitber killed or crucified or their hands and 
feet be cut in cross direction or they be 
•exterminated from the land. They earn dis- 
grace in this world and await heavy punish- 
ment heirinaftei'. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 — The U.S. gov- 
enunenE — ordizzarily a vocal critic of escalat- 
ing oil prices — is preparing to sell over 

127 .000 barrels a day of its own reserve crude 
oil'at prices ranging up to $41 a barrel, it was 
reported here Wedn^ay. 

The buyers of the crude oil are a number of 
American and f orrign companies, inducting a 
small firm said to link^ to businessman 
Adnan Khashoggi, according to The 
WashingloH Foil 

Most of the oQ — from the government's. 
Elk Hills petroleum reserve in California 
will be sold to coiupanies for $35 a barrel or 
more, the newspaper said. 

The sales contracts are being awarded to 
highest bidders, both American and foreign, 
but the oil caimot be exported witiiout gov- 
ernment permiraion, the paper noted. 

The U.S. firm Phillips Petroleum offered 
the highest single bid — $4 1 .12 a barrel — for 

1 0.000 barrels a day of the Elks Hills produc- 
tion. 

The CaUfoniia-based Oasis Petrol Energy 
Co., which thePost said “has ties to and may 
be controUed by the Kha^oggis,'' won a con- 
tract for 21,000 barrels a day at 35.23 a bar- 
rel. 

C. Itoh Ltd. of Japan, a large global tradiiig 
firm that has been a major ^yer of Iranian 
oil, was the high bidder for almost 11,000 
barrels a day at S4B2 a barrel, the paper

While It is believed highly unlikely that the 
winning firms ^uld ever secure U.S. gov- 
ernment pennisdon to export the Elk Hills 
oil, thePotfsaid the compajoies could achieve 
the same effect by swapping the crude “for a 
simOar quantity elseu^ere that otherwise 
would have come to the United States." 

The newspaper said U.S. oil industry offi- 
cials vveie critical of the geverumenrs 
“anomalous position on the pricing issue'* in 
the wake of the Elk Hills sale. 

It quoted one oilman as saying: “h? s inters

While the Department of Energy was cc»- 
sideriog the Elk Hills bids, the State Depart- 
ment was publidy blasting Mexico for hikii^ 
its crude oil price from 24.60 to $32 a barrel.

He added that the renegades were accom- 
panied by 23 women childtLn, and inves- 

tigations couldn't prove the participation of 
38 persons who were set free.

Rqilying to a question on the Communist 
tide sweeping some African and Asian coun- 
hriwg^ Prince Naif said Sau^ Arabia was an 
Tgliwniff country proud of its religion and that 
Tdam and Communism were diametrically 
opposed. He condemned communism as a 
destructive creed which will do harm any^ 
where it can inffltrate. He called for a strong 
stand against Communism to prevent its 
spreadby holding on to Islam and Arab ideals 
without ghdng way to eitiier Western or East- 
ern influoices. 

He said we should.be prepared. The dan- 
gers have become dose to us and are 


threatening brotiieriy nations in Africa and 
Asia. CoDunuiiism is using force against the 
Islamic nation of Afghanbtan. 

He found no justification for the Soviet 
Union’s intervention “in sudi a concentrated 
mannei” in the country for the sake of 
dominating its people. He. expressed hb 
regret that Soviet rule in A^ghanistao has 
become a fait - accon^li, and called on all 
MnsUms to stand by teeir Afghan brothers 
with all the power at their disposal, and not 
only by HMinunring the soviet onslaught. 

He made it dear thAt we should combat 
any ideologies that were opposed to Islam 
“and we ^ould build our strength in every 
way and in all walks of life, in industry and 
agriculture, fight backwardness in iQl its 
forms and deprad on God and our intrinsic 
potenti^ to iqi to any risk, pximazily that 
of r'Vwnmtinisq i,*’ 

He said the minbtTy was oonstantly 
develofung its appartus to fight crime in a 
manner compatible with Islam, arid that the 
security forces were adopting tystems and 
procedures Mudi allow no loopholes. He 
made it dear that no defdidant b taken to 
task until the judge is coiiq>Ietely convinced 
of hb offense, and until he has confessed 
voluntarily, without coerdon. 

He was sorry to bear of trafBc offenses 
committed by vbitors from advanced coun- 
tries in Saudi Arabia. He was pleased to have 
seen an elderly lady in France berating a 
driver for crossing the line at a traffic light 
That riiowed a lot of sodal consdousoess. 

Asked about car thefts, Prince Naif said the 
country was vast and already had 21,000 
ldl(Kneteis of roads, making it unique among 
many countries, induding the developed 
ones. Neverthel^, tiie minbtry ^ras very 
concerned and was about to double the 
number mobile patrols and was in the final 
stages of awardir^ contracts to spedalbt 
conqianies for d^eloping mobfle traffic 
snpervbicxi eitiier thb year or early next. In 
tile first phase 9,000 kilometexs of roads win 
be covered with a traffic post every 50 or 60 
kUometem. The posts wfll be fully equipped, 
'even with accommodation for the staff. In the 
second and third phases the project wil! cover 
moce than 23,000 Idlometers. 

He said a law aUow^ conscription will be 
published socm. It will exdude nobody, as 
Defense and Aviation Minbter Prince S^tan 
has said. “It b an ioqiortant tystem and has to 
be studied carefully so that it may come out as 
a wdl integrated operation.'* He caDed on 
young men to join tee military, either in tee 
army, tee National Guard or the security 
forces, without having to wait for tee compul- 
sory service tystem.

. TEHRAN, Jan. 9 (AP) — Kurdsh 
uisuigents wzU be given a '*SnaJ uldmabim’' 
toend their revolt or be punished, the gov- 
cniinent said Tuesday after rebels ambushed 
a government convey and seized the weapons 
of 120 policemen. 

Tehran radio smd one policeman was fat* 
ally injured in a brief da^ at the roadblock- 
ambo^ outside Mahabad, about 3S0 
northwest of Tehran. The offidal Pars news 
ageoqr reported four other policemen were 
killed aiui three were injured when a tractor- 
traflersmashedintotbeirtruckstoppedat the 
. roadblock. 

Hasfaem Sabagbian. who has been 
negotiating with iCordisfa leaders, conferred 
mth AyaioUab Khomeini, in Qom and issued 
a warning to the rebels. 

He said be would return to Kurdistan next 
week to rec^n negotiations, but will be 
the last time we have talks and this is our fin^ 
ultimatum to (he political groups and religi- 
ous personalities.” He did not elaborate on 
what the government mi^t do but quoted 
Khomeini as saying, ”1 don't want even one 


innocent person to be killed.'' 

In Mahabad,, Kurdish leaders appealed to 
the rebels who disanned die police to return 
the weapons and do notbmg that would viol- 
ate the fragile ceasefire arranged last October 
after wee& of bloody fi ghting . 

Kurdistan, in norAwestem Iran, is only 
one of several areas where ethnic and relign 
ous minorities have been agitating for more 
self-rule. 

Pars quoted the west Azerbaijan governor, 
Jamshid Haqgou, as saying the four truck 
convoy of national police "had to withdraw 
frtKn Mahabad when it was faced by a group 
of protestiiig students and people oppomng 
their presence in die The agency said 
die convoy then was stopped by armed rebels 
several miles outside M^abad. 

Kurdish Democratic Party Chief Abdul- 
rahman Qassemlou, best-known among the 
Kurdish political leaders, appeared ready for 
compromise in an interview publisfaed in the 
daily Tehran newspaper Kayakm when be 
urg^ the Kurdish people “not to be deceived 
by extreme left-wing groups in the regira.”

Breaking Cyprus deadlock ‘not easy’ 


TEHRAN, Jan, 9 (Agencies) — Hcai^ 
shooting broke out in the center of Tabriz 
Wednes^y after one peison was killed and 
several people were wounded in dashes bet- 
ween rh^demonstrators, a spokesman at the 
govemor-generaTs office in Che northwestern 
dty said. 

He said trouble started when a group of 
siqiporters of revolutionaiy leader Ayauklab 
K^raeini were attacked by rival demoos; 
tratois wielding knives and dubs. 

Revolutionaiy guards broke up the dadies 
and Ae attackers spread out through tiie dty, 
the yokesman said. 

The spokesman, contacted by tel^hone 
inside the governor genetaTs office, said: “At 
the moment we can hear the sou^ of very 
heavy sbootiqg.” 

Tabriz, the capital of Turkish-speaking 
east Azerbaijan province, is the stroii^cild of 
Iran’s second most influential leader. Ayatol- 
lah Kazem Shariat-Madari. 

The city has been the scene of dashes bet- 
ween his supporters and those of Khomeini. 

State radio said rioters in Tabriz Wednes- 
day set fire to banks and bn^ up windows. 

Eyewitnesses smd the streets were thick 
with tear gas fumes from grenades laundied 
by revolutionary guards. 

A doctor at Tabri^s 9th of Bahman hoq>i- 
t^ told Reuters by telephone he had treated 
one man for knife wounds after the dashes. 

He said that about 1 30 p.m. (1000 GNTT) 
he had seen three cars abla^ in the dty center 
and two banks and a number of shops on fire. 
He said there were large oowds around the 
Tabriz University campus. 

A local resident said the dashes started as 
two rival groups, one supporting Khomeini 
and the other the opposition Muslim Pec^le' s 
Repubb'ean Party dashed near the university 
Wednesday morning.

who was ordained by tee gods to come to 
birth despite tee efforts of his dam * s master to 
abort tee implanted seed of his existeooe, will 
also peihps remember teat a certain coofu- 
stOD arose about tee story: for some said they 
heard it from ‘ Abla's lips when she was but a 
duld, and others that Shiboob faunself took 
part in tee great race between Dahis and 
Hadifri's mare, Ghabra. 

Now there was — or there was not — such a 
race; and this was tee way of it Qais had 
wished to buy tee colt Oato from his friend, 
leader of tee Riyan, who owned it; yet was 
Kerim incensed, for, as an Arab of honor, he 
would have given Qto the colt had tbe desire 
but been eapressed.

Hadifa condemned Qais, but Hand admired 
his adherence to tee accepted rule of Arab 
tradition. 

Yet was Qais far from happy over tee affair 
since Harite's murder of tee infant Shirjibcel 
had now been heard by all, and it would never 
be forgotten or condoned. And Sinan, too, 
added to tee confurion by pretending to seek 
asylum with the Abs, whereas in realiQr be 
came to divide tee tribes into factions for 
Numan's benefit 

So when the day of tbe race came, all was 
set for trouble and confusioa, and 'Antar 
addressed the crowd, crying to them: 'Let os 
support Qais in this contest between the two 
noble steeds, Dahis, who runs for my lord, 
and Hadifa’s mare Ghabra. And listen. O' 
Hadifa of tee Fazara peoples, as 1 trarn you 
not in any way to impede tee horse against 
the mare. 

Shiboob, too, seeking to calm tbe emotions 
wbidi ran so high, announced andd laughter 
teat he would beat bote horses ninning on 
foot, losing fifQT camels should he be beaten, 
and taking a hundred cam^ should he win. 
And, inctod, in the race Shiboob kept ahead 
of bote tee famed contestants so tee story 
goes — and still he found time to attack and 
kffl Hadifa's servant, Damis, uteo sought to 
hinder tee colt by a stone flong against his 
foreb.ead. Unis — it is said — .to ev^ one's 
' amazement Shiboob passed firsrbetween tee 
two lances, teen Ghabra came, unharmed, 
and only teen Dahis wite bruised forehead 
and streaming eyes. As for Damis tee ser- 
vant, he never came at all, for he was dead. 
And alteou^ Shiboob slaughtered twenty of 
the camels he woo by his amazing ^ctory and 
gave a great feast to tee poor and tee widows 
and the oipfaans among tee many spectators, 
many dar^ not approach the feast, for they 
thought, ‘ Here surely is a sorcerer. And Qais 
was furious over OaWs injuries, whereeas 
Hadifo was angry over Chabia’s defeat, and 
over the murder of his servant Damis. 

All might have calmed down had an ele- 
ment of mystification and merriment 
remained in tee hearts oS tee pectators and 
tee leaders of tee tribes. A park vteich could 
have been extinguishe d by good will and 
good chance blazed now into a fire ootto be 
queodied. For Hadifa’s son, Abi Firaqa, 
came with demands from Hadi& to Qais, and 
wite messages full of anger and reuproadi, 
over tbe wagers, tee race itself and tee par- 
ticipants.

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some agreement. And Abi Hraqa stayed. Yet 
in tee morning it was as though be had 
changed his mind and become all perversity, 
for he harangued Qais wite disrepect and 
discourtesy, and threatened force if his 
demands were not met. And indeed, O my 
listeners, histoiy teadbes us that this is a very 
dangerous attitude for any messenger to take 
up, and Abi Firaqa paid the penal^. For 
Qais's fury boiled witeia him and he struck 
tee boy dead wite his pear. Then he caused 
tee body to be bound upon a horse, and he 
sent tee horse with its tragic burden at a gal- 
lop to tee Fazara camp. And all hope of 
further peace seemed lost, for this was a 
dreadful deed. 

Seldom had such darkness fallen upon tee 
two ueighbooring tribes, tee Abs and tee 
Fazara. And now foolish men encouraged 
bitterness and hatred on each side, playing 
upCHi the grief and agony of Had& and ipon 
tee rage and pride of Qais. Yet the very hor- 
ror of the act brought sense to those who had 
so recently allow^ passions to mount too 
high over a mere race. Harith returned to his 
Muira people to avoid involvement. And 
Rabia headed north and west on a long- 
planued visit to tee Beni Ghassan. And Rabia 
knew he could not f^t his own pe4ple, 
teough he had no compunction in waging war 
against Antar for wteat he considered the 
good of the tribe.

And a s^ution was sought through combat 
between tee two men, Qais on Dahis and 
Hadifa on Ghabra; and tee two tribes

dprive them all of liberty and of life its^. 
And tee religious men approadied tee lead-^:

yet tee two men fought upon horseback. So- 
when HarimpM wras foiling propositions were 
presented to tee two men, tee lord Qais and 
tee lord Ifodifa, weary and battle-scarred as 
teey were, by the elders who came to inter- 
vene. And they came bare headed and bare 
foot. And men say there never was sudi a 
scene as teat of the Fecooetotioa between 
tee Abs and tee Fazara. Hadifo's grief was ' 
greater tean bis anger, .and he accepted tee 
blood-money proffered for his son's murder. 


And Qais's remorse at his impatience wite- 
youte was grater tean bis pride, and he 
offered recompense with the magnanimity , 
worth of an Arab prince, and the two men 
embraced. And Ha^ said to his brother in 
private, ' Indeed, my dear brother, this tragic 
happening is tbe result in no smaD measure of 
your own dishonesty in tee great race.'

It is t(x> early to measure the effectiveness of tiie American 
and intemational reacdons to the Soviet invasion of Afghanis- 
tan. 

But observers of Soviet affairs bdieve that nothing short of 
a military defeat or polidcal debade will make die Soviet 
Union withdraw. There have been enough signs to show that 
the major pJank of the Brezhnev regune is Communist expan- 
sion, so that the move into Af^anistan is far from an isdated 
act. 

If this is the case, the American decision to liout wdieat 
shipments to the Soviet Union, although certainly harmful to 
Soviet interests, will neither cause an economic collapse there, 
nor even constitute sufficient pressure to secure an immediate 
abandonment of the adventure in Afj^anistan. Other means 
of economic pressure will also be employed; but they are even 
less poweriul. 

As CO the military aspect, it is difficult to see the invading 
force defeated on the battle field. At the same time, there can 
be no question of that force achieving a decisive victory 
against Uie Muslim rebels in the countryside at large and in the 
mountains. The probable result is a stalemate with the Soviets 
in the main town while the guerrillas are free to roam outside. 

Yet beside the purely economic and military aspects, there 
is the political one, especially on the intemationaj level. The 
reaction from the countries of the Third World is of special 
importance here: and it has been one of strong condemnation. 
The Soviet Union finds itself, as never before, the obje^ of 
strong fear and suspicion, from those countries which it has 
always regarded its narural “constituency/' 

None of these considerations, by itself, is sufficient to make 
a firm enough impression on the Kremlin leadership: but 
taken together, and over a period of time, they are likely to 
force a reconsideration. But against this there is the more 
pessimBiic view, whic^ posits an unwritten “Brezhnev Doc- 
trine" according to which no country passing into the Soviet 
orbit is allowed to pass out of it. In admtioo. some observers 
see the Soviet Union as fighting a preventive battle in 
Afghanistan, aiming at preempting an IsJamic revival in its 
own lands — a revival which has already started.

Iran 
rewrites 
its history

TEHRAN — 

On the wall of the director's office at Persepolis, 
Iran’s most famous monument, is a painting of Ali, 
the Prophet Muhammad’s son-in-law. 

** We used to have a portrait of the Shah but now 
we are rewriting the history of this place,’’ says Dr. 
Houshang Rasulli. a devoKd follower of Ayatollah 
Rhomeini. Rasulli took over the nimiii^ of Pers^ 
polls when the previous director left the country, 
officially on one year’s leave of absence. 

’* rbese stones were raised by tomirers and 
(^lessors of the people, uriag forced labor," says 
Rasulli, a pipe-smoking 35-year-old with a droop- 
ing blB(^ ffioustadie, looking out at the vast rectan- 
gular complex of ruined palaces that was once the 
ceremonial capital of andent Persia. 

“The kings who built these monuments, Darius, 
Xerxes, Artaxetxes. were dictators just like the 
deposed Shah, who pretended he was descended in 
a continuous line from them.** 

Loud^eakers fixed to the columns broadcast 
Rasullfs didactic at regular intervals, interspersed 
with revolutionary music. Ihe vast car park, whidi 
used to be filled with ooadi- loads of foreign tourisls, 
is enqjiy, and the occasional -visitor has the 
privilege of having Persepolis almost to himself. 

The few Iianians who do come here sometimes 
take the revolutionary message the wrong way, and 
try to damage or deface the stonework. 

“ We appeal to you not to destroy these monu- 
ments/' says Rasulli over the broadcasting system. 
“They belong to the whole world, not just to Iran. 
Moreover, just as we have to be aware of what the 
Nazis did in order to avoid making the same mts- 
takes.50 we mustbe reminded of the egressions of L. 
the past at this site." ' 

Rasulli, a graduate of Tehran University and a 
Racialist io andent tombs, beads a team of 60 
stonemasons and 45 guards at the site, wbidi was 
begun in 518 BC and sacked by Alexander the 
Great in 330 BC. 

Major reconstruction work has been halted since 
the revolution. Italian archaeologists who were 
rebuilding the columns of the “ Gate of All Lands" 
have left the country. 

“Vimiallyall the money we now receive from the 
government is spent on salaries," says 
Rasulli." However, we are continuing with some 
basic work, such as pumping preservatives into 
stonework.*' 

Directly across the road from Persepolis is a dis- 
integrating reminder of what Islamic 
revolutionaries such as Rasulli consider to be the 
deposed Shah's extravagance. This is "Tent City," 
tile 50 blue and brown drcular tents designed in the 
style of those of andent Persia and a “big tent 

of 3,000 square meters, all construct^ for die 
ceremonies marking 2 .SOU years of the Persian 
monarchy in 1971. 

Water now drips through the plastidzed canvas 
roof of the main tent, where 50 heads of state dined 
during the two days of ceremonies. Die water is 
begitming to rot the thick blue and white Persian 
carpet thet covers the entire area, and it splashes on ' 
to the snake-like dining table and the pale blue 
velvet chairs, each embossed with the imperial 
insignia of two lions bearing scunitars. 

Rat poison has been placed on pieces of paper in 
comers of the tent used by Britain’s Queen 
Elizabeth and PrincePhilip, which, like ail the other 
tents, has been unused since the ceremony. Every 
day veiled women sweep the carpets, and dost ^e 
antique furniture. Nothing has t^en vandalized. ' 

The bedroom walls in the private tent of the Shah 
are garishly decorated with bright blue parrot 
motife. There is a similar vulgar extravagance about 
the bathroom, with its gold-plated taps and shower 
futures, and gdd-plated, adjustable mirror, in 
which Ae monarch could admire himself while 
bathing. 

The Shah had plans to turn “ Tent Gty** into a 
casino. Since the revolution it has been guarded 
from looters by gendarmes. Chretaker Muhammad 
Jallali, an elderly man in a brown striped suit, care- 
fully secures eaA tent by wrapping Mre round the 
door handies, tightening it with pliers. He explains 
that the site is being maintained by a French com- 
pany. "Soon it is going to be ruined completely.** he 
says, "bat 1 have no instructions to do other than 
keep the tents dean. Fhe canvas is beginning to rot. 
but it requires spedalized treatement, and we don't 
have the knowledge.*' 

Ten minutes' walk away stands the Darius Hotel, 
which still employs 178 people, althou^ there are 
now no guests at all. fhe hotel was built for the 
1 97 1 ceremony, and for around $ 8U you can stay in 
the royal suite. 

The water in the swimming pool is green with 
algae. But the hotel rooms are kept in immaculate 
condition, the lawns are mowed and watered, and 
the crockery and cutlery in the dining room are 
dusted every day. (OFNS). 



Superpower scramble feared in Mideast

BEIRUT — 

The Soviet nulitary intervention in Afghanistan 
has raised Arab feats of a superpower scramble for 
the Middle East at the expense of its pe:^le. 

Less than a A’eek after thousands of Russian 
troops backed by tanks and artillery poured into 
Afghanistan to support the itewly-installed gov- 
ermnent there, the Americans said they were look- 
ing for railita/y bases in the Middle East to counter 
the Soviet move. 

^ "Ifthesuperpoweishad tfaeirway," saidan Arab 
diplomat here, " their soldiers would be all over the 
place, and never nund our sovereignty." 

American siatemenB on the possiWlity of U.S. 
tnilitaiy bases in the Middle East came against the 
background of a chorus of Arab condemnation af 
the Soviet action in Afghanistan, seen }ay many 
Arab countries as an assault on Islam. 

But seasoned diplomats here dismissed as West- 
ern wishful thinking speculation that die Soviet 
Union's first direct military intervention outside 
Europe since World War II would open doors pre- 
viously dosed to the Americans. 

“ff the Americans think jt is enough to oress the 
anti-Sbviet. anti-atheist panic button to get what 
they want, they are in for a surprise. These times 
have changed." said a Third Worid envoy here. 

An increasing number of Arab leaders view the 


U.S. with as much distrust » they view the Soviet 
Union — and many staundi Muslims are convinced 
that Western ways threaten Islam as much as does 
Soviet atheism. 

Skeptical views of the two superpowers were 
summed up by Iraq, the world’s third-largesf oil 
exporter, which is a major diem for Soviet arms but 
has steadily expanded trade with the United States 
and Western Europe. 

“Dominating smaller nations has been the iaw'of 
superpowers at all times," the newspaper of the 
Tillin g Baath Par^ said in an edhori^ which con- 
cluded. in effect, that the Soviet Union was just as 
bad as the United States. 

Kuwait, the only country on the oil-rich Gulf 
where the Kremlin has an embassy, issued an offi- 
. (dal statement expressing fears that the Soviet move 
into Afghanistan would give "other trig pow’ers" 
cause for intervention elsewhere in the Middle 
East. 

The Beirut newspaperAs was more direct. It 

charged that the United States wanted to use the 
Arabs as a we^ran with which to fight the Russians 
and win the war in Afghanistan.

Peril and promise in Middle East

LONDON — 

Beginning with the deatii of Nasser of Eg^t and 
King Hnssmn’s crushing of the Palestinian com- 
mandos in Jordan, tiie 1970s in the Middle East 
were a decade of rapid and often viotent change. 

Iheyaisosawabreakthrough towariipeaceaada 
spectacular acceleration of, Arab social and 
economic development, fir^ by increased oil 
wealth. 

The 1970s' combinatioa of the Iranian revolu- 
tion, the ofl crisis and the stiU unresolyed Arab- 
Israeli conflict, together with growing Soviet- 
American rivalry, o^ke it likely that m the 1980s 
the hfiddle East wffi be politieaUy the roost sensitive . 
area in the world. 

The viodence of the 1970s included the fourth 
Arab-Israeli war, dvil wars in Jordan, Lebanon and 
Cyprus, the Kurdirii revolt in Iraq, the Dhofar 
reunion in Oman, armed conflicts between Arab 
states in the Yemen, in the Western Sahara and 
between E^ypt and Libya, tbe Islamic revolution in 
Iran and the Mecca Mo^e siege in &udi Arabia. 

But there were important gains for pace. The 
British completed their military witiidrawal from 
Arabia and the Gulf, ending their last military 
foothold in tite Middle East exo^c for the sovereiga 
bases in Cyprus and die sevei^ hundred British 
contract officers running the armed forces of Oman. 


The new federal state of ^e United Arab pmir a f^ 
has held together snceess^y. 

Peace in the Gulf was reworced by the agree- 
ment between Iraq and Iran which settled their 
dispute over the Shatt al Arab' waterway and 
brought an end to the Kurdisfa war — at least for a 
time. 

But it was President Anwar SadaTs peace- 
maldiig joonmey to Jerusalem whidi brought the 
most oontrovecsial step toward Middle East peace. 
It led, via Camp David and President Jimmy Car- 
tex’s mediation, to the Egyptian- Israeli peace tre- 
aty. The fim months of tbe 1980s are due to see 
IffaeFs withdrawal from two-thirds of Sinai and the 
“ normalization ’’ of relations between the former 
bitter adversaries. 

Serious obstades to a solid peace remaiu. Sadaf s 
treaty lined iq? almost all the Arab states in a politi- 
cal b^cott and economic sanctioos against Egypt. 
*nie!y juc^ed that Egjrpt had bought back its territ- 
ory agreeing to unacceptable prcqiosals for 
Palestinian autonomy in the Israeli-occup'ied ter- 
ritories of the West Bank and the Gaai Strip. 

Menahem Begio, die Israeli prime minister, hav- 
ing taken the decision to hand back Sinai to ^ypt, 
Diade it plain that Israel would retain (xmtrol over 
t^ West Bank and Gaza and that Palestinian aut- 
onomy would never be allowed to become inde- 
pendraoe. This development coincided sadly with 
signs that the Palestine Uberatioo Oraanization 


was moving toward a compromise acceptance of a 
Palestinian mini-state in the West Bank. 

•The turning point of the decade came with the 
Midde East vw ol October 1973 and tbe accom- 
panying ml crisis. The Arab oil embargo and 
OPEC 's quadrupling of oil prices demonstrated 
the politica] and economic power oi the oil weapon, 
and challenged the assumptions of cbe^ and ea^y 
accessible energy oo whi(^ Western industrial 
sooeties based their growth. A new balance of 
forcra b^an to appear not only in tbe Middle 
bui in the world as a whole. 

The war and tbe oi] crisis brnjgbt the Uniwd 
States more actively into the role of peace- maker in 
the MQddle East. The Soviet Union had been driven 
out of Egypt by Sadat, altiiough Soviet weapons had 
enabled the Egjqjtian president to score his initial 
victory over the Inaelis on the Suez Canal. 

Both America and Russia needed — and stiR 
ne^ — peace between Israel and tiie Arabs lo 
av<Md being drawn into war. America also needed 
peace becaiue, without a settlement whidi induded 
thePaiestiniaos, the future of the irarious r^ixnra in 
the Arab region would remain precarious.

Communists approve 

Peking’s capitalists thrive 


PEKINC«'ia&. 9 ( AP) — Strange and exo- 
tic fish in the spartan eommonist lake, 
thousands of former capitalists contribute 
their skills to the modernization of Oiina, the 
country they refused to abandon 30 years 
ago. 

Of the 10,000 capitalists in Shanghai 
alone, one stands out — the former mil- 
lionaiie indostralist, Rong Yiren. 

Once the head of a textile and flour milling 
empire wfaidi employed flO.OOO Chinese, he 
has ^en the last three deca^ to the service 
of a sodal ^stem whose avowed aim was the 
exterminatioa of capitalism. 

A former vice mayor of Shanghai and vice 
minister of the textile industry, he now heads 
a government corporation wfaiA seeks to lore 
frmign capital a^ expertise into joint ven- 
tures in China. 

He commands a mere 50 people now — 
most of them from 9ianghai — but the mis- 
aon he has b^un is regarded by the Com- 
munist leadership as critical to the success of 
its 20-year program to make China a modem 
tndustriaj power. 

An ele^t, well-tailored man with wavy 
gray hail, he surveys his ^fierent worid 
thTough tinted glasses. Like many odier 
former capitalists, he lives a life of con^iaia- 
tive luxury. 

He rides to his modest set of offices in 
central Peking in a long, black, chauffeted 
“redfiagf* limousineand when his day is done 
returns to a comfortable house staff^ witii a 
half dozen servants. 

His hobbies — growing roses and collect- 
ing eiq>enrive art — befit a man said to have 
at least $6 mUlion in the bank. His salary for a 
job of ministerial rank is the equivalent of $ 
266 a month. 

He and hisfeDow ex-capitalists won official 
dasrification last year as workers. In a sodeiy 
where the worker is king, at least theoreti- 
cally, this means that they no longer can be 
the convenient scapegoat of the political 
puiges vdiidi have made their lives miserable 
in the past. 

like many of his wealthy friends, Rong 
suffered ia^gtaty and violfflce dnrisg tiie 
1966-69 culniral revolution. He was beaten, 
hb house was pilladged and hb art collection 
was destroyed. 

He was forced to woik as a janhor, then 
submitted to a yeafs brainwashing. 

Rong emerg^ still jaunty and optimistic. 
.When Che new renune wfald succ^ded die 
Maoists started looking for someone to head 
the China International Trust and Invest- 
ment CorporatioD. this one-time captain of 
industry was the logical dioice. 


*‘Our country has suffered a lot. It has gone 
through turmoil and chaos," he said in an 
interview. “But I have never stopped believ- 
ing in it. Now 1 want to see for myself how It 
develt^ into a strong and pro^rous 
nation." 

He said he is astonished at the enthusiastic 
reqx>ase of foreign firms and governments to 
the joint ventures be promotes. 

Though the regulations are still not com- 
plete, he says there have been approaches 
from 300 enterprises in 33 countries. He 
expects some firm contracts on the early 
months of 1980. 

Rong confesses now that he awmted the 
Communist armies widi anxiety in 1949. But 
he and his fellow capitalists had something 
genng for them whidi made them attractive to 
the Communists. They had no ties to the van- 
quished nationalists. Hie Communists clas- 
sed them as “national capitalists'* and 
dedd^ to win them over by buying diem out. 


PEKING. Jan. 9 (AP) — U.S. Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown met Wednesday 
with Communist China's top leader, Hua 
Cuofeng . who told him the Semet Union was 
Very unhappy with Brown's trip to discuss 
increased security cooperation with China. 

Hua t(^d Brown, “The genral reaction of 
my nation has been very favor^le to your 
visit. You have come at a time when the 
Soviet Union has dispatched its troops into 
Afghanistan. So many countries are paying 
attention to your visit." 

But, he added, “A few countries are not 
satisfield with your visit, for example our 
neighbor to the north is very dissatisfied." 

After these brief opening remarks, Hua 
and Brown went into a dos^-door meeting 
in the Great Hall of the People for the windup 
of a series of discussions with Chinese leaders 
on increased coordination in defense matteis 
between Oiina and the United States, 
re^onses to the Sovietactioo in Afghanistan, 
Indochina and U.S. technology transfers to 
China. 

Brown met Hua after visitng one of China’s 
oldest defense fecilities — the Great Wall ~ 
and watching a Chinese tank division defeat 
an imaginary enemy. 

Bundled up against freeang leofiperatures,* 
Brown dimbed upon the Great Wall, and 
said that while toe “methods of military 
operations have changed a great deal' since 
the Wail first was built 2 JOO years ago, it 
“stands as a symbol of a modern determina- 
tion by toe People's Republic" to defend 
China from external aggression. 

More modern defensive methods were 
shown next when toe Sixth Tank Dividon, 
based not far from toe Wall, gave Brown a 
demoflscradon of tanks maneuvering over 
obstades and then bombarded imaginary 
enemy positions with live ammunition. 

The demonstration of 20 Chinese Model 
59 and 62 light and medim tanks was fol- 
lowed by motorcyde maneuvers. 


Elvis Presley, dead three years, 


gets birthday greetings from>fans 


MEMPHIS, Tennessee. Jan. 9 ( AP) — 
Elvis Presley fans brought flowers, cards, 
candy and even a decorated cake to the 
grave of toe so-called “King of Rock 'n 
Roir on what would have been lus 4Sto 
birtoday. 

As in past years, the meditation garden 
at Graceland Mansion, where Presley is 
buried alongside his parents, was filled 
Tuesday wito floral arrangements, some 
from as far away as Europe and Japan. 

Some of the arrangements were in toe 
shape of musical symbols or^itars. 

About SO fans were waiting in cold 
weather before sunrise as toe gates to toe 
mansion grounds swung open. By mid- 
afternoon, a mansion spokeswoman said, 
several hundred people had made the trek 


up toe curving driveway to the garden at 
toe south side of the big Georgian man- 
siofl. 

“I have no way of telling how many 
people have been here," shesaid.“ButitT s 
at least as many people as we bad last 
year." 

Before Presley died on Aug. 16, 1977, 
his birthday was an occasion for a gather- 
ing of his fens at toe ^ont gate, the 
cutting of a huge birtoday cake and deliv- 
ery of birthday cards. The cards and toe 
cake were later given to c^dren at St. 
Jude Children's Research Hospital in 
Memphis. 

Since his death, toe occasion has been 
marked by solemn pilgrimages to his 
grave. 


Scientist says brain chemical 
might be key to good memory 


SAN FRANaSCO, Jan. 9 ( AP) — Recent 
dramatic discoveries about the human brain 
are generating research that may result in 
improved memoty, says a neurosdentist. 

Ridiard F. Thompson of toe Uttiversi^ of 
C^omia-lrvine said toe foremost disoovepr 
of toe past decade involves a frimily of cheml- 
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cals first represented by endorphins, sub- 
stances almi^ exactly like morphine that are 
produced in toe brain. 

About 20 of these brain peptides have 
been identified and there are probably many 
more, Thompson said. In mo^ cases, their 
precise frmetions can only be jessed. 

Endorphins act on toe brain's pain and 
reward center, bloddng pain and perhaps 
providing frieasure. Thompson said they 
be involved somehow in perhaps the bi^ 
gest mystery of toe brain; learning and mem- 
ory,

Ihe }8 niiilion tons of grain would not be 
permitted to go on the m^et in such a way 
diat ±ey would depress prices, the President 
said. 

Meanvdiile, U.S. allies and other Western 
countries are dedding what steps, if any, they 
should take to express di^leasure with the 
Soviet invadoo of Afghanistan. 

Argentina, one of the world's major grain 
exporters, indicated Tuesday it wotdd prob- 
ably refiw to join in a U.S.-led grain 
embargo against the Soviet Union. But a 
Common Market source sdd European tu- 
rners would not try to take advants^ of the 
American embargo filling the gap for tiie 
Soviets.

Ihe arrangements set new "frdr trade" 
rules for the use of subsidi^ and countervail- 
ing duties, lower teefanical barriers to trade, 
rimplify import procedures, and anti- 
dumping measures. Two other codes, one 
openinggovemmentprocureinent to interna- 
tional competition and the other defining cus- 
toms valuation methods, take effect next 
year. 

Ihe last part' of the Tokyo Round, the 
socalled framework agreement whidi sets 
preferential treatment for developing coun- 
tries as a firm new rule of the GATT, came 
into effect when it was ai>proved by the 
annual meeting of the 84-nation trade orgao- 
izatiod at the end of November. 

As of Dec, 17 29 countries had signed 
Tokyo Round instruments, induding the 
nine-nation European Community, the 
United States Japan, Canada. Austria, Fin- 
land, New Zealand, Norway, Sweden, Swit- 
zerland, Hungary, Argentina, Jamaica and 
C^e. 

. Seven oountries that signed only the addi- 
tional tariff protocol Dominican Republic, 
Egypt, Icela^, Israel, Jvoiy Coast, Singa- 
pore and Zaire.. 

Of tiie five additional statesjoining various 
Tokyo Roond agreements witiiout public 
annoancementj South Africa signed the basic 
tariff protocol, the arrangements on beef and 
dairy products and tte c^e on import proce- 
dures, the source said. 

They said Brazil signed the codes on tech- 
nical trade barriers, subsidies and couoter- 
vaitiog duties and anti-dumping measures 
and the anangement on beef, vriiile Bulgaria 
signed both arrangements on beef and 
dairies.

Bonn urges keeping ties with Soviets 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 9 (Agencies; — 
Three major powers. West Germany. France 
and Australia, issued their first response to 
the Soviet military intervention in Afghanis- 
tan on Wednesday, ranging from somewhat 
cautious support of U.S. sanctions to full 
condemnation of the Soviet Union. Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt of West Germany expre- 
ssed concern Wednesday at the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan and solidarity with 
the response of the United States. 


But he said Western European states 
should not diminish relations witii the Soviet 
bloc. 

Sdimidt told a news conference at the end 
of a 48-hour visit to Spain the Soviet inter- 
vention was a challenge that should be met by 
Western solidarity, with strength and disdf^ 
line but without nervousne». 

“There can be no doubt about our 
thorough solidarity with the U.5.,'’ he said. 

But he did not announce any retaliatory 


Whitehall ready to consider 
Royal Navy east of Suez 


LONDON, Jan. 9 I AP) — Britain is pre- 
pared to consider a Royal Navy “presence" 
east of Suez following ^viet intervention in 
A^aofscan. British foreign secretly. Lord 
Carrington, said Wednesday. 

As he left Heathrow airport for a tour of 
five Asian and Indian Ocean countries to 
assess the /^han crisis. Carrington told 
reporters that Britain would consider a naval 
presence in the area if military action was 
requested by the United States. 

He also said the NATO allies were already 
holding talks to consider what “concerted 
pressure" could be put on the Soviets. 

Carrington ruled out sending British 
troops to Oman, which has a defense treaty 
with Britain. 

“1 don’t think that is necessarily the right 
dedaon,** the foreign secretary told repor- 
ters. 

“It may be that the United States govern- 
ment will feel it necessary to increase their 
presence in that part of the world and if they 
asked us to do something we would obviously 
have to insider it. But I imagine if it did 
consider something of that kind it would be of 
a naval presence." 

Carrington s first stop was Ankara for talks 
with the Turkish prime minister and foreign 
minister. 


He then flies to Oman, Saudi Arabia and 
Pakistan and is expected to pay a brief visit to 
newly elected Indira Gandhi. 

He will get first-hand responses to the 
Soviet move into Afghanistan. 

' “lalsothiokitisveryimportaotioletthem 
know that we in the West are not dirin- 
terested," he said. 

“I shall make it very clear to them that the 
West, particularly the British, are very well 
aware of the gravity of the situation. We want 
to impress upon them that we are taking steps 
to make it plain to the Soviet Union that this 
sort of thing cannot happen again without 
consequences even more serious than this 
time." 

Lord Carrington said the Soviets could get 
bogged down in Afghanistan. 

“I would think that anyone who says 
A^anistan is completely conquered is not 
entirely wise. l think the Soriet Union are 
going to have very considerable trouble, and 
they brought it on iheoiseWes. 

“But of course, they are there in very, very 
big strength and the Afghans are not heavily 
armed so there is a very considerable advan- 
tage on the side of the Soviet Union." 

He stressed that** words are not enough" in 
condemning the Soviets, “and obviously we 
take some action." 


Three-day stalemate 

Armed Corsicans capture hostages 


AJACCIO.Corsica,Jan,9(AP)— Armed 
Corsican separatists held about lU 'hotel 
dients hostage here Wednesday in the latest 
state of a three day stand-ofi with police. 

The Corsicans are also holding a man they 
allege is involved in an anti-separatisi, 
extreme-right wing terror organization they 
daitn is protected by French authorities. 

A second alleged member of the Franda. 
organization was taken to a secret hideout 
el^where on the island before police raided 
the little mountain town of Bastelica Tues- 
day. 

The separatists, who seek some form of 
autonomy for the island from mainland 
Fraace“arrestecr the two men and allegedly 
found arms in their car Sunday. They said 
they were tripped by a third man in the car. 
whom they had infiltrated into Franda." 

About 120 separatists held the men in Bas- 
telica and demanded judicial authorities try 


them in front the separatists and be ready to 
band down sentences. Minutes before police 
dosed in on the little town, most of the group 
Jook to the bush, but 19 alleged members 
the group were arrested. 

One party of about 20, bokting one of the 
hostages, grabbed the little Hotel Fesch in a 
namow, street of Ajaccio Wednesday morn- 
ing. This made any attack by the police dif- 
ficult and marksmen visible in the morning 
were withdrawn midday. 

Some bystanders dieered when a large 
Corsican flag was hung from a window of the 
hotel. 

The separatists released a Corsican dient 
but held the rest. 

The police said they were considering 
opening the way to eventual charges of 
hostage-taking whidi can carry life terras in 
France. The man released reportedly had an 
order from the group to police demanding 
they allow the hotel telephone to operate. 
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steps against the Soviet Union. He said West 
Germany did not supply grain or grant credits 
to the So^ec Union and could not reduce the 
size of its mission in Moscow, whidi svas the 
same as that of the Soviet embassy in Bonn. 

“The European states have a great interest 
in not redudng, on their part, the current 
state of relations" with the Soviet bloc, he 
said. 

Schmidt said he would give details of 
Bonn's policy in an address to the Bundestag 
next week. 

The West German government, be said, 
“has been deeply dismayed by the Soviet 
action and we share the concern of other 
countries in the region about tins action 
whidi threatens stability in the area and viol- 
ates the basic prindples of peaceful coexis- 
tence.” 

“ We feel a special solidarity towards Third 
World countries, and it is in our own interesC 
that any risks of crisis should be exduded 
through increased stability in our relationship 
with Aem " Sdunidt said. 

He said he had close contacts widi other 
Western leaders over the past few days and 
had talked by telephone with President Car- 
ter while on holiday in Majorca. 

France said Wednesday that the Soviet 
imlitary intervention had dealt a blow to 
East- West detente. 

A statement issued after the weekly 
cabinet meeting said. “These evens have 
dealt a blow to tiie policy of detente, a policy 
to which France is arta^ed in a sincere but 
not unconditional manner." 

The statement, added. “France does not 
intend, for its pan to give up the search for 
detente v^ch is of actual interest and whose 
aiteraative is a return to the cold war." 

“But it considers it essential that the neces- 
sary confidence io the pursuit of detente 
should be restored by positive actions, con- 
ceraing notably the right of the Afghan peo- 
ple to detennine their own future." 

The statement was the first official reaction 
by the French government since the Soviet 
intervention nearly two weeks ago. 

On Sunday, Foreign Minister Jean 
Francois-Poncet said in a radio interview that 
France is the main Western backer of East- 
West detente, would not jtnn io retaliatory 
measures against the Soviet Union. 

Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser of 
Australia said Wednesday his country had 
offered to take a more active part in patrol- 
ling the Indian Ocean because of the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan. 

In addition to the offer, made to President 
Carter, the government was adopting a series 
of retaliatoiy measures that would hit 
Australian-Soviet relations in commercial, 
cultural and other fields. Fraser said. 

He confirmed to reporters after a cabinet 
meeting that Australia would not make up 
the short fall in wheat sales to the Soviet 
Union resulting from the American cancella- 
tion of a l7-million ton sale to the Russians. 

Fraser said all Australian-Soviet arrange- 
ments or agreemena over fisheries had b^n 
indefinitely suspended, notably a joint fishing 
venture off western Australia. 

The Indian Ocean offer bad met with a 
warm response from Washington, Fraser 
said.

Rhodesian guerrillas hiding 
arms in case fighting erupts 


FORTVICTORIA, Rhodesia, Jan. 9 (AP) 
— Some guerrillas turning themselves over to 
petiioe under a four-qay amnesty are hiding 
heavy weapons in case a cease-fire with 
Rhodesian troops collapses, Rhodesian 
police and said. 

Ibe guerrillas, who are required by the 
British plan to surrender their weapons, are 
handing io mainly lighter Soviet AK-47 semi 
automatic rifles, SKS carbines, ammunitioD 
and grenades, . officers told visiting corres- 
ponduts this week. 

Heavier equipment used during the 
seven- year- war, sudi as anti aircraft guns, 
ground-to-air missiles, mortars and rocket 
launchers, are rarely being turned in, the 
officers said. 

British soldiers and Rhodesian police 
monitorix^ the 12-day old cease-fire in this 
previously heayily^infiltrated area of hois and 
bush some 140 miles south of Salisbury said 
they were worried the guerrillas would 
recover their arms from holes in the ground, 
caves and hollowed out trees if the truce fails. 

More than 17,000 guerrillas met a mid- 
n%ht deadline last Fri^y to turn themselves 
in to 16 assembly points set up during the 
British-administered transitional period 
leading to new elections next mondi. 

Another 3,001 guerrillas reportedly 
acc^ted the amnesty whidi was declar^ 



afterwards by Governor Lord Soames. 

Underscoring Rhodesian and British fears 
that guerrillas are raakii^ contigen^. prap~ 
arations for a return to the bloody war that 
daimed 20,000 lives, Mugabe Tuesday 
tiireatened from his Mapum, Mi^mbique, 
base to “dishonor" the cease-fire if alleged 
unspecified British vioiatioiK of the truce 
continue. 

Mugabe added in the letter to Mrs. 
Hiatcber that, “We shall, however, refrain 
fiom taking hasty action on this matter.” 

De^ite the tadt wanting, the Common- 
wealth officers monitoring the guerrilla 
canqis and the movements of Rhodesia's sec- 
urity forces report the cease-fire is basically 
worJdog with few major inddents. 

A white Rhodesian pbUcemao and a white 
Rhodedan army officer, both unarmed, 
Monday walked into a missron station at 
Moyomasante some 30 miles northwest of 
here and persuaded some 160 armed hhigabe 
followers to hand over their weapons. 

“We're not being pasave."* said Brigadier 
Peter Rich, conuna^er of the Rbodesiaa 
troops in this region. “If they don't give up, 
we'U dioot them as bandits, we are 
doing is giving them an offer to give up they 
can't refose." 

One other group of about 140 last 
weekend turned themselves in at Qubi Mis- 
sion southwest of here and are now in the 
camps monitored by British, Australian, New 
Zealand, Fijian and Kenyan troops. 

Alleged violations of the truce are being 
investigated by a special cease-fire commis- 
sion in Salisbury. It comprises guerrilla com- 
manders from Mugabe's Zimbabwe Afncao 
National Union and Joshua Romo's Zim- 
babwe African Peoples Union. Rhodesian 
security force offiem and two top British 
Army offinrs. 

The Rhodesians also have drawn up a 
report of armed men and women among 
those who gave up in .the last few days who 
could not unload their weapons. 

“There's strong evidence that many of 
these 50*caUed guerrillas are in fact Mujibhas 
(youj^ porters, ^ies and assistants of the 
gueniUas) vdio have suddenly been armed to 
swell their ranks and give the Impression the 
cease-fire is being observed all over," said a 
police intelligence officer.

As they look at their societies. Arabs 
see a great deal to complain about. But 
there is one thing they may congratulate 
themselves on — and that is the absence of 
organized crime. Oh. we do have oor foir. 
share of ordinary, run of the mill criminals 
but. praise be. here is a section of the 
community which is yet to free itself from 
the constraints of underdevelopment. Let 
us hope that this remains the case — that 
criminal fraternities do not make progress 
in other aspe^ of life in our societies as a 
direct challenge to catdi up. to bring their 
organization and technique in line with 
the rest of tiie nation. 

The greatest crimes in history are those 
committed not criminals in the ordi- 
nary sense, no matter how organized, but 
by governments. The greatest among 
these was the communist regime's in 
China which, according to both American 
and Soviet estimates. Idlled off about 26 
million (Thinese between 1^9 and 1965. 
Sources pul the figure at 63 milKon. Then 
there was Stalin's “Great rerrof' bet- 
ween ] 93b and 1 938. in which at least ten 
million citizens lost their lives. But all this, 
as they say, is history' — something whidi 
the reader should be spared. 

Hie greatest concentration of organized 
crime is in the United States — w'hcre the 
Mafia operates. The Mafia, or the Cosa 
Nostra, boasts a membership estimated at 
five thousand and has infiltrated the high 
reaches of govemmeat and the judiciary. 
The organization is divided into 
“families", whose aggregate gross income 
from crime was estimated by Time 
magazine at about S 48 billion annually, 
witii a net profit of about $ 25 billion. This 
makes it a more profitable concern than 
Ex.ion, the worltf $ greatest company, in 
fact, ten times more so. 

But the country with the highest { viol- 
ent) crime rate is Mexico, with murders 
reaching 46 pet I(X),(XKI. But the "Mur- 
der Capital eff the World" has to be 
Detroit where, in a population of a million 
and a half, there were 751 murders in 
1973. New Yorkers, of course, are also no 
sloucfaers when it comes to mayhem, but 
they seem to excell in short but very effec- 
tive bursts. Thus, in one week in July 
1972, they accounted violently for 58 of 
their number. And in one day of August of 
that same year, thirteen murders were 
committed. Both of these were records. 

On the other end of the scale — and 
rather surprisingly given its citizens' repu- 
tation for hot-bloodedness — is Spain, 
whose crime rate is just above that of 
Saudi Arabia. Another strange statistic 
comes from Jordan, whidi recorded only 
one suidde for the whole of 1970. This 
contrasts with Hungary, whose suicide 
rate is 46 in each 100.000.

NAIROBI, Jan. 9 (R) — The fiincral of 
murdered naturalist Joy Adamson took place 
Tuesday only 50 yards from one of the Afri- 
can game parks to which she had devoted her 
life. 

At the ceremtxiy at Langata Crematorium 
outside Nairobi, the Rev. Bill Owen told the 
•SO mourners, “She has come to the end of her 
last safari but she will live on in her books, 
films and above all in her influence." 

The cremat<xium is just across the road 
from the Nairotti National Park, one of the 
many Kenyan game sanctuaries which Mrs. 
Adamson loved. 

Her white beared husband Geoiige, a 
former game warden, stood at the foot ^ foe 
coffin as Owen said, “ Joy has been tragically 
taken from us in the bush that was her bmne 
and surrounded by foe animak she knew and 
loved so well." 

Police investi^tiag the murder said they 
were still questioning foree men. Kenyan 
Police Commissioner Ben Gethi has 
announced that Mrs. Adamson was mur- 
dered, not trilled by a lion as was first believed 
when her body was discovered last Thursday 
at a remote ganra reserve north of her.
